: THE CHINATOWN RAID. 
The Simple Truth of the 
Whole Affair.

A Reply to the Morning Mongolian 


Organ. 


Rumors were in circulation on Sun- 
day that 601“ had been about on 


the previous night, but nothing defin- 


ite and trustworthy could then or yes- 
terday be learned in regard to any 
operations of that organization. In- 
deed, many who professed to know, 
declared that the vigilantes did not 
turn out at all. The fact that there 
was some disturbance in Chinatown 
was accounted for by « story that 
Watchinan Ross had got into some 
difficulty in Chinatown and had been 
driven out by the Chivese with pistols. 
This story was rather at the expense 
of Ross, who it now appears, did 
nothing to cause any disturbance, but 
was the object of attack by a gang of 
Chinamen outside of Chinatowa, while 
attending to his duties asa watchman. 
The facts of the affair, related by a 
trustworthy eye-witness, are substan- 
tially as tollows: 

On Saturday evening six or seven 
respectable citizens of Reno, who may 
or may not have been of the 601, 
found occasion to make an expedition 
in the interests of decency and good 
morals to a cabin in the extreme west- 
ern part of town, from which Indians 
were suspected of obtaining liquor. 
Having transacted their business in 
that direction, which consisted in the 
delivery of 

AN IMPRESSIVE WARNING NOTICE 
to the suspected offender, the party 
wended their way to Chinatown to take 
a look into the opium dens. White 
men and boys were known to frequent 
those dens, and the party determined 
to do something to break up the evil. 
The visiting party wore masks, and 
their advent in the Chinese quarter 
raised no little consternation. The 
Chinese mistook them for a band of 
robbers, and were at first overcome 
with terror. The party proceeded 
quietly to a well-known opium den 
and found there a white boy, the son 
of respectable parents. The youth 
was greatly alarmed when discovered, 
and falliug upon his knees he implored 
his captors to spare him for God's 
sake, vowing that he never would 
touch opium again as long as he lived. 
The captive was assured that no harm 
would be done him; that the miasion 
of the expedition was to save, not to 
destroy. The young penitent then led 
the way to all the other opium dens 
of which he knew, and gave the secret 
signal for admittasce. In most cases 
the doors of the dens were promptly 
opened and the visitors permitted to 
inspect the interior of the apartments. 

NO VIOLENCE WAS DONE 
to anybody and not a door was forced. 
Besides the boy mentioned, no other 
white person was found in Chinatown. 
The party warned all the China opium 
sellers that if they sold any more opi- 
um to whites they would be severely 
punished. The white invaders were 
about to withdraw from the Chinese 
precincts, when the Chinamen com- 
menced pouring OW from every shanty 
and cellar in the place, until fully a 
hundred had mustered on Contucius 
avenue. The Chinese then comimenced 
firing pistols in the air, in order to ia- 
timidate the supposed robbers. The 
white men stood still and laughed 
for a while, and then leisurely pro- 
ceeded homeward, Then it was that 
stalwart Watchman Ross, going his 
weary round of duties, in the exercise 
of that eternal vigilance for which he 
is noted, encountered an armed band 
of Chinamen. After the whites had 
withdrawn from Chinatown, the melo- 
dious tom-tom beat all hands to quar- 
ters and 
FIRED THE MONGOLIAN HEART. 

A charge was made in pursuit of 
the retiring invaders, The Mongols 
surprised Ross by the unexpectedness 
of tLeir onslaught. The foremost 
Celestial made for him with an axe, 
and single-handed and alone the 
watchman prepared to do battle with 
a hundred men, and to drive them 
back to their odorous fastnesses on 
the river bank. Yet his prudence did 
not desert him in the heat of the con- 
flict, and he yelled lustily for help. 
His call was heard by the masked 
party and they ran back to his assist- 
ance. At sight of the returning white 
men,the Chinese retreated precipitate- 
ly to their dens. This ended the en- 
gagement. The story that the China- 
men ran Ross ont of their quarters 
and sat upon him, was entirely with- 
out foundation. 

* THE CHINESE VERSION. 
hig morning & reporter visited 
Chinatown and conversed with prom- 


iment aliens upon the occurrences of 
Saturday night. They confirmed the 
account above given. The Chinese 
merchants say that the masked visit- 
ors were mistaken for robbers, and 
hence it was that the Chinese fired 
pistols to frighten them away. The 
pistols were all pointed upwards; not 
a shot was fired into the party. The 
whites fired no shots. The Chinamen 
all say that no violence was done by 
the whites, that they broke open no 
doors and hurt nobody. Three white 
men visited Chinatown yesterday to 
smoke opium, but were refused ad- 
mittance to the dens. Two white 
women also appeared there on the 
same errand. The Chinese now un- 
derstand that the 601 have worthy 
objects in view, and are not thieves 
and robbers. They say they will 
hereafter shoot any white opium- 
smoker who attempts to force his way 
into their dens. The Journal of this 
morning came out as 


THE ORGAN OF THE CHINESE, 


giving a most incorrect and yellow- 
colored account of the whole affair. 
The Journals statement that the 
„Regulators smashed open doors of 
China stores and other places, where 
no opium was ever smoked, and kick- 
ed things around generally,” is entire- 
ly untrue, and is contradicted by ‘he 
Chinese themselves. The Chinese 
did not “empty their revolvers into the 
crowd.” The “mob” [of citizens] did 
not scatter and run, sneaking through 
the gardens.” The affair is not a 
“burning disgrace to Reno.” The 
legal adviser of the Chinese, the Col. 
Bee of Reno, who has recommended 
them, in the event of a similar intru- 
sion, to kill as many of them (601) 
as possible,” has let his zeal outrun his 
discretion. The respectable white 
citizeus, sober, God-fearing fathers of 
families, who risk the dangers of a 
raid upon Chinatown in order to res- 
cue young boys from the vice of opium 
smoking—such men do not deserve to 
ve shot, and it is surprising that any 
newspaper conducted by decent white 
men should say so. The GazeTre is 
a firm friend of law and order, and be- 
lieves that the law should always be 
allowed to take its course, when it 
finds any course to take. But when 
the law seems powerless to check such 
flagrant abuses in our midst as opium- 
smoking and selling whiskey to In- 
dians, the Gazette will never de- 
nounce decent citizens who interfere 
to stop such vicious practices, as de- 
serving of arrest and punishment; still 
less advise the Chinese to “kill as 
many as possible.“

that an Indian told me, in presence of 
another party, that a woman on C. 
Bonotte's premises sold liquor to the 
Indians, and set the bottle outside, 
and the Indians came and got the 
liquor; and that I gave the information 
to the Gazetre, not out of malice or 
ill-will to the parties, but that they 
might take warning, for this thing has 
got to stop or all those engaged in it 
will be turned over to the U. S. Dis- 
trict Attorney. There is a watch out, 
and woe be unto them who are caught. 
I intend to make it my special busi- 
ness to stop it.

Trains to be Running in Two Weeks—

Speaking of work on the Carson & 
Colorado Railroad, the Lyon County 
Times of Saturday says: The bridge 
across the Walker will probably re- 
quire a week to build thereafter the 
Walker,Lake Indian Reservation House 
be reached. When this point is at- 
tained, one freight and one passenger 
train will be run over the road daily, 
and the Belleville, Aurora and Bodie 
stages, which now leave from Virginia 
and Carson, will start from the Reser- 
vation House and reach their destina- 
tion twelve hours sooner than now. 
Two passenger trains complete have 
arrived for the pew road. The cars 
are only one foot narrower than the 
broad gauge cars, and contain two 
rows of double seats, which will com- 
fortably seat two persons. The inside 
of the cars are painted with Eastlake 
paint of a cherry-red color. Inside 
the cars are perfect marvels of elegant 
neatness. The wood usedis net the 
same in all of the cars. In some a 
South American wood of a light color 
is used, which in time will darken so 
as to resemble black walout; in others 
the panels and all the inside work are 
in black walnut. Many new features 
have been introduced in these cars, 
and the plans, drawings and specifica- 
tions were prepared by Mr. Yerington 
himself. The baggage, express and 
smoking compartments are pertora- 
ted, and reversible by a new device.

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They Must Come West to See Trees. 


J. H. Moulton, of Sanford felled a 
pine tree a few days since which made | 
nine logs, that, taken together, meas- 
ured 127 running teet, the smaliest 
log being eight inches in diameter at 
the top. The whole tree scaled about 
1,500 feet.—Saco (Maine) State Demo- 
crat. 

The Eastern papers are republishing 
this item, thioking that it describes an 
immense tree. Our Sierra Nevada 
lumbermen will laugh at this. They 
would not thiok of cutting a tree that 
would make less than 1,500 feet of 
lumber. The trees cut on the Sierra 
will yield an average of 3,000 feet of 
lumber each. Pines six feet in diam- 
eter at the base are not rare on the 
mountains. Such trees will yield 
about 10,000 of lumber each. Pines 
have been cut on the western slope of 
the Sierra measuring as much as nine 
feet in diameter at the stump. 


Cuttle Killed on the Cars. 

Says the Silver State: “Yesterday 
some fifteen cars of cattle went -by 
here from Tacoma. Some of them 
were killed in the cars and a number 
of them were down when they passed 
here, and liable to be tramped to death. 
The result was that they had to be un- 
loaded at Mill City. Great care and 
judgment is necessary in loading cat- 
tle. Careful shippers always get those 
of a size and as many as possible in a 
car, so that they cannot lie down and 
be trampled to death by the others. 
Experienced shippers say there is 
more danger in not getting enough 
cattle in a car, than of getting too 
many.”
